W ashington, Ju n e 2(1.—Tho senate 
discussed th e conference* report on tho 
railway ra te Mil for more than four 
hours, but did not dispose of i t 
It 
w as m ade evident, however, th at a n ­ 
other conference will be ordered. 
T he discussion dealt entirely with 
the anti-pass and commodity am end­ 
m ents, to both of which objection was 
m ade on 
various grounds. 
Senator 
Spooner expressed th e opinion th a t 
under tho pass provision as proposed, 
senators and m em bers of the house of 
representativ es 
would 
not be 
pro­ 
hibited from accepting passes aud o th ­ 
er sen ators construed part of the pro­ 
vision as in the Interest of a discrim i­ 
nation Iii passes th at could be m ade to 
take the place of rebates. 
Senators 
Tillm an and Ledge sharply criticised 
the change Iii th e commodity am end­ 
ment so as to prohibit "railro ad s” and 
not “com m on c a rrie rs ” from engaging 
in the production 
of articles 
to be 
tran sp orted by them selves, as In the 
interests of the S tand ard Oil company. 
Senator Ma Follette secured favor­ 
able action on a resolution extending 
the inquiry of th e interstate com m erce 
comm ission to the connection between 
the elevators of the N orthw est and the 
railroads. 


System Permeated With Fraud. 


Speaking in support of the resolu­ 
tion Mr. La Follette said the country 
had been astounded at the revelations 


that had been m ade in the m a tte r of 
tho com bination between the coal pro­ 
ducing india-try aud the railroad* and 
he felt satisfied that the prosecution 
of inquiry won' i show as bad a condi­ 
tion iii the grain business. 
He a s ­ 
serted th a t corruption had been d is­ 
covered at every place w here inquiry 
had been m ade and asserted th a t “th e 
whole 
system 
Is 
perm eated 
w ith 
fraud.” 
In support of his contentions 
he said th a t testim ony taken by th e 
com m ission indicates a Joint o w ner­ 
ship between the railroads and the 
elevator com panies to the detrim en t 
of the farm ers, who are entitled to a 
free and open m arket 
He then gave 
the nam es of individuals and co rpo ra­ 
tions which had secured such Inside 
privileges as to give them m onopolies 
along various W estern railroad lines. 
Senator H opkins took exception to 
th e conference report on the N iagara 
Falls international agreem ent bill in 
th a t It does not provide against th e 
tre a tm e n t of the w aters of L ake M ich­ 
igan as subject to international a g re e ­ 
m ent. 
T he report was, however agreed to. 
About 300 private pension bills w ere 
passed. 
T he sen ate held u night session and 
at 9:45 p. rn. adjourned until morning. 


I M M I G R A T I O N 
M E A S U R E . 


Passed by the House Without a Yea 
and Nay Vote. 
W ashington, Ju n e 2G.—Under a rule 
limiting debate on all but two sections, 
the so-called im m igration bill w as dis­ 
cussed for th ree hours in the house 
and passed w ithout 
a yea and nay 
vote being 
perm itted on any 
of the 
paragraphs. 
T his bill attracted m uch 
attention, tho represen tatives having 
large foreign 
colonies In their 
dis­ 
tricts lining up generally against the 
head tax of $5, which was defeated, 
and against tho educational test. After 
a very interesting contest a substi­ 
tute for the educational test, provid­ 
ing that tho whole m atter be subm it­ 
ted to a com m ission, was adopted by 
a close vote. 
The m ost im portant features of the 
bill were thus elim inated and the bill 
w as passed w ithout division. 
At 5:35 p. rn. tho house took a re­ 
cess until 8 o’clock

Tim im.ti who w a., .hot w as quickly 
identified as Mr. White,

Pen sons in front

audit, riu a where the tragedy 
occurred say they saw' a man sitting 
with a fashionably dressed woman in 
the rear suddenly walk down toward 
a table In front. 
The first intimation of trouble cam© 
when, walking in trout of his seated 
vie’ rn, the man 
exclaimed “you've

You’ve,, ruined 
my 


home,” and, 
drawing an 
automatic 
pistol, fired 
three shots.

very nervous and excited. 
White had 
been 
previously to the

club and had only been at the Garden 
a few minutes when Thaw confronted 
him. 
Fireman Pruden took the revolver 
from Thaw and handed him over to 
Policeman Hobbs, who placed him un­ 
der arrest. 
Thaw handed the police­ 
man $10 and asked him to notify An­ 
drew Carnegie that he was in trouble. 
Thaw, it is alleged, said to Pie fire­ 
man: 
“Deserved 
what he 
got. 
lie 
rained my life and deserted the girl.’’ 
While Thaw was being held by the 
policeman the young woman, who is 
described as short, slender , dark and 
very pretty, again put her arms about 
his neck.

Thaw had bien po int during the 
entire performance. 
With a woman, 
said to be Mrs. Thaw, he had taken

thrown over the 
hack of his 
chair. 
He 
got up every 
few minutes 
and 
walked about and the m-mNitors later 


recalled that he had acted very nerv­ 
ously. 
The six women on the stage had be­ 
gun their song when Thaw left his 
wife and 
walking rapidly 
down the 
aible, stood for a few minutes right 
behind Mr. White looking at him hard. 
White apparently was utterly ignor­ 
ant of his peril. 
Then Thaw quickly

Two took effect, either 
wound being mortal. 
Mr. White, without a sound, slipped 
down to the floor, the chair and table 
falling on top of him.

H enry Rogers, on< of the 
audit rice, assisted the fireman and to­ 
gether they rushed Thaw to the ele­ 
vator. 
While waiting for the car to e mo, a 
matter of a few seconds, Thaw ’s wife, 
who was Evelyn Nesbit, 
member of 
the original Florodora sextette, rushed 
up to him, threw 
her arms 
around 
Thaw and 
declared: ”111 stand

you, Harry.”

Coolest Man at the Station. 


Once in the police station lie had 
apparently, recovered himself and had

Standing before the sergeant’s desk in 
easy pose, he first calmly took out a 
cigarette and lighted it. 
Answering the usual questions as to 
name, address, etc., he said he was 
“J. Smith, thirty-three 
years 
old, a 
student, of 33 Lafayette Place, VY 
Ington, D. C.” 
When 
searched 
his identity 
was 
confirmed.

his card 
cast 
were 
cards engraved with his name, "Harry 
Kendall Thaw.”

Refusing to say a word about 
the crime and asking that his la ay. r ■

Longfellow, be notified, he put:' i Ids 
cigarette and 
was taken back 
and

The charge against 
him is murder. 
Mystery still surrounds the cause cf 
the tragedy, but its solution may be

“Well, he ruined my wife and I got 
him.”
